CIA GUEST SPEAKER PROGRAM 
Bay less A. Manning 

1. Mr. Bayless A. Manning, President of the Council 
on Foreign Relations, Inc., from 1971-1977, will be the CIA 
Guest Speaker on Tuesday, 8 November 1977, at 3:00 p.m., in 
the Headquarters auditorium. Mr. Manning's topic will be 
’’World Affairs - -A More Cheerful Perspective." The Director 
of Central Intelligence, Admiral Stansfield Turner, will 
introduce the speaker. 

2. The Council on Foreign Relations, which Mr. Manning 
headed until a few weeks ago, is a private national organiza- 
tion which, since 1921, has been furthering the study in 
this country of international affairs. The Council is best 
known for its prestigious publication. Foreign Affairs , a 
quarterly review to which Mr. Manning has frequently con- 
tributed. The Council, which has a staff of 95 located in 
New York City, in addition, sponsors and publishes individual 
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studios. It is an important forum for bringing together 
leaders of the scholarly community, government officials, 
and representatives of the private sector to exchange views 
on international issues. 

3. A former Special Assistant to the Under Secretary 
of State (1962-1963), Mr. Manning has pursued his interest 
in foreign affairs side by side with his field of professional 
training, the law. A graduate of the Yale Law School, he 
was a Law Clerk of Supreme Court Justice Stanley F. Reed and 
a private practitioner before serving for a number of years 
as Professor of Law at Yale. In 1964, he was named Dean of 
the Stanford University Law School and served there both as 
Dean and Professor of Law until 1971. His courses of instruc- 
tion included corporate law, international trade and invest- 
ment, and Latin American legal institutions, among others. 

He is presently a partner in the New York law firm of Paul, 
Weiss, Rifkind, Wharton, and Garrison. 

4. Mr. Manning has written extensively m both the 
law and foreign affairs. In the latter area, he is the 
author of ”246 Years of American Foreign Policy," m The 
Americans , 1976; The Conduct of Fo rei P n Policy in the Nationjs 

Third Century , 197 5 ; and Ma_and_jtheJJn^^ - 

Ran re Perspectives , 1967. Recent articles in Foreign Affair s 
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have been: "Goals, Ideology, and Foreign Policy" (January 1976) 
and "Congress, the Executive and Intermes tic Affairs: Three 
Proposals" (January 1977). 

5. He is a trustee of the Center for Inter-American 
Relations, the China Medical Board; the Council for Advancement 
of Legal Education (of which he is President); the Rockefeller 
University Council; the Urban Institute; and Yale University, 
among others. Among his many contributions to public affairs 
have been membership on the President's Commission on Campus 
Unrest (1970) and the President's Task Force on Government 
Organization (1966-67).
